TACOMA, Wash., May 21.—A single 


robber late this afternoon bold up and 
attompteS to rob un incoming, car on 
tho Sleilacoom electric line. About lour 
miles and n half out of the city a till 
man, roughly dressed, boiled the car 
which stopped to let him aboard. He 
got ou the platform and pulled n 
blue dotted calico mast, having holes 
cut through for eyoa.down over bis face, 
produced a revolver and ordered Super- 
intendent Dame of the motor line and 
Motornian Wellman to the roar end of 
the cor. They compiled slowly and be 
followed, ordering the men aud the 
passengers to hold up their hands and 
tne ladies to ait still. Mr. Dame and 
Wellman had entered a rear compart- 
ment used for carrying baggage and 
freight 
The robber evidently thought 


them safely disposed of, for he paid no 
more attention to them, but commenced 
relieving George Bevans, a collector, of 
his valuables. This done, ho command- 
ed William E. Hacker, a broker, to 
stand up and bo searched. In the 
meantime Superintendent Dame had 
taken out Ills gun and came in behind 
Hacker, whore bo waited an opportunity 


" A moment later he placed his arm on 
Hacker's shoulder and fired at the rob- 
ber, who returned the fire. Dame fired 
two shots and the robber three, iwo 
minutes laler the robber v,a« laying bc- 
aide tho car dead, while Dame had been 
chot In the arm and Jewett bmith, a 
passenger, ill the leg. One of Dame o 
bullets passed through the right arm of 
the robber aud the other through the 
left both entering at what seems to UB 
exactly the same spot. They entered 
hia body, striking the lungs or heart. 
Groaning, he staggered backward to the 
front platform aud fell off Iho slops, 
head downward. Hia feet were resting 
on the track. Tho honoa in Dame a lelt 
forearm are shattered end he will always 
arry a stiff arm.

The robber's third 
mllet passed through the door of the 
jaccago compartment and struck Motor- 
nan Wollraan on hia loft breast, but m- 
lieted no injury. 
The robber'B body waa placed on the 


car and brought to town where it lies 
at the morgue awaiting identificatio. 
In general appearance ho seeme to re- 
semble Dunham, tho California mur- 
derer. Ho baa very dark hair, dark 
blue eyes and a dark brown mustache. 
Ho was alx feet two inches tall and ap- 
parently 35 years of age, well built. Be- 
neath an old coat and trousers and a 
blue ilannol abirt he wore a pair of 
flnelv made tailor trousora and line 
woolen and ellk mixed underwear. The 
only diatlnguishini? mark is a heavy 
dent or scar, apparently an old bullet 
wound, which commences in the collier 
of Ills forehead at the roots of the hair 
and extends upward an inch and a nail.
